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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE FOR THE YEAR 1945 

There arc 526 pupils registered in the Town of West Rutland. 
These pupils have been examined twice during the school year 
with special emphasis in correction of defects found— such as 
weight, nutrition, eye, ear, throat and tonsil defects also posture 
and cleanliness. A record is kept of all examinations and defects 
found. 

In May 1945, there were 49 pupils vaccinated against small pox. 

In June, five pupils were taken to Dr, Ober’s clinic — held at 
the Rutland Hospital All received medical advice on how to 
correct their defects. 

Dr. C. B. Ross advised 16 pupils to have tonsils removed — * 
which they did in June 1945 at the Proctor Hospital 

In December 1945, twenty-seven pupils from Grade 1 to 5 
were given preventative whooping cough serum. 

There were 38 pupils found with defective eyes — of this number 
31 corrections were made during 1945, 

Defective teeth, 125 — 'and 63 corrections in 1945. 

The epidemic of chicken pox prevented the October immuniza- 
tion against Diphtheria. It will be given in January 1946. 

There were 125 follow up calls made during the school year,
